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Two Poultry

Show Records 


FORT SMITH, Ark. (AP)—Two 


Arkansas poultry firms have been 
ordered to open their records to 
the U.S. Agriculture Department 
in a key test of whether the gov 
ernment has the right to make 
broad - scale investigations of the 
industry in Arkansas, Georgia and 
Alabama. 


«t f . The order was issued Tuesday 


by U.S. District Judge John E. 
Miller in a 27-page opinion. Miller 
had taken the case under advise- 
ment Feb. 18 after the government 
asked that Tyson's, Inc. of Spring- 
dale and Plus Poultry, Inc. of Silo- 
man Springs open their books 


Both firms had refused to per- 


mit inspection of their records by 
agents of the Packers and Stock- 


?.yards Division of the Agricultural 
Marketing Service during a pre- 
liminary investigation of the poul- 
try industry in Arkansas. 


Miller gave the companies until 


March 25 to file briefs stating why 
the books should not be opened* 


The books were subpoenaed aft- 


er James T. Tuggle, marketing 
specialist for the division, testified 
they were necessary to the pro1 


posed investigation.

vc The firms based their refusal on 
a contention they did not buy or 
sell live poultry and therefore 
could not be investigated under 
the Packers and Stockyards Act. 


But Elmer A, Riddle, an assist- 


ant U.S. attorney, said the gov- 
ernment wanted to decide for it- 
self whether the transactions of 
the firms came under the law 
and had to look at the books to 


«r, do so. 


At issue in the controversy is 


the exact nature of the transac 
tions and whether a company 
deals in interstate commerce when 
it buys from another firm owned 
by the same stockholders. 


The Springdale firm buys live 


birds from a Tyson affiliate, Poul- 
try Growers, Inc., Don Tyson, vice 
president, testified, with transac- 
•tiotis being made from^the Spr.ing- 


*f dale outlet. The affiliate has some 


contract growers in Missouri, he 
said. 


M. H. Simmons, president of 


Plus Poultry, testified to a similar 
arrangement of his firm with a 
wholly-owned Oklahoma corpora- 
tion. 


Instead of buying poultry, he 


said, the Plus company only pro- 
cessed and sold the birds.

Rules Cuban 
Executioner 
Be Deported 


NEW YORK (AP) — The U.S. 


Court of Appeals ruled today that 
Herman F. Marks, executioner for 
Fidel Castro in Cuba, is a man 
without a country and can be de- 
ported. 


Marks, a native of Milwaukee, 


Wis., 
was known as the "Butcher1 


for his work as a henchman ol 
Castro after the present Cuban 
prime minister overthrew the gov- 
ernment of Fulgencio Balisla in 
1959, 


Marks, 41, lost his citizenship 


8 .081 March 31, 1962 on a ruling by 
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Merchant told -police-..there was 


no such agreement; Besides; he 
explained, there were only a cou- 
ple of telephones in Young, and 
t was often impossible to reach 
the town.

Sen. Hurst 
Indicted on 
Tax Count 


HOT SPRINGS, Ark. (AP) - 


State Sen. Q. Byrum Hurst indi- 
cated Tuesday he would seek an 
immediate trial of charges in an 
indictment of him on four counts 
of income tax evasion. 


And Hurst said he was sure 


once the records were presented 
to a jury "there will be no doubt 
but the case will be promptly dis- 
closed of and I will be vindicated." 


Hurst posted a $10,000 bond be- 


fore U.S. Commissioner Sigun Ras- 
mussen Tuesday at Hot Springs 
after the indictment was served. 


He was not required to make a 


plea since he was charged in an 
indictment. 


The indictment alleges that the 


44-year-old attorney failed to pay 
$22,913.06 in taxes due for the 
years 1956 through 1959. 


Hurst said Tuesday night "this 


is the first notice that I've had 
that the U.S. claims that I owed 
any certain amounts in income 
taxes. 


"If I had ever been presented 


any kind of a bill by the Internal 
Revenue Service, I would havQ 
made prompt settlement, but "I 
have never IMJCH given the oppor- 
tunity," he said.

Co. directors pick a new president 
today to succeed the retiring John 
Dykstra, who will be 65 next week 


Dykstra's successor may come 


from the ranks of the whiz kids, 
the group of Air Force statistical 
officers who joined Ford in 1946 
when Henry Ford II and Ernest 
Breech set out to reorganize the 
company after World War II. 


Secretary of Defense Robert S 


McNamara, who was president of 
Ford for two months before mov- 
ing to Washington, is the best- 
known of the group. 


Leading contenders 
for Dyk- 


stra's job apparently are Arjay 
R. Miller, a scholarly appearing 
Nebraskan who is vice president, 
staff group, and James 0. Wright, 
a soft-spoken Virginian who is vice 
president, car and truck group. 
Also in the running is John S. 
Bugas, vice president, internation- 
al group. A former FBI agent, 
Bugas has been at Ford since 1941 
and directed labor relations for 14 
years 


Although conforming strictly to 


the standard auto industry prac- 
tice of retirement at 65, confirma- 
tion of Dykstra's impending depar- 
ture was regarded as a mild sur- 
prise. He became president two 
years ago this month. At that 
time Ford spokesmen indicated to 
questioners he might not quit auto- 
matically when he reached his 
65lh birthday.

Youth Bill
